GERMAN TEXTILE PRODUCTION 
CURTAILED BY GOVERNMENT 
Scarcity of Foreign 
Forces - on of Raw 
’ Material Imports.

BERLIN, July 21.The German 


BERLIN, July 21.—In Germany’s 
desperate efforts to save its scanty 
supply of foreign exchange, a spe- 
cial court imposed the sentences 
today on three men, one a foreign- 
er, for not disclosing possession of 
foreign credits. 

Hendrick Bahlmann of Holland 
was sentenced to seven months’ im- 
prisonment and fined 12,000 marks 
(about $4800) for “treason against 
public economy” for failing to re- 
port possession of a 90,000 florin 
credit in a Dutch bank. 

Two Germans were sentenced to 
three years and one month, and 
one year and two months, respec- 
tively, for concealing larger 
amounts. 

New restrictions on the imports 
of fibrous and textile materials and 
steps toward reorganizing indus- 
trial life on a “self-sufficiency” 
basis indicated Germany was in 
desperate straits for international 
trade. 

Curtailment of Industry. 
A gradual slowing down of Ger- 


man industry might result in in- 


was regarded in some quarters as 
only the first step toward a pro- 
gram of devaluation to build up 
Germany’s foreign trade. 

An announcement that President 
Paul von Hindenburg and Kon- 
stantin von Neurath, Foreign Min- 
ister, were in conference at Von 
Hindenburg’s Neudeck estate in 
East Prussia loosed a flood of con- 
jecture. 

A likely subject for discussion 
was the future of Franz Von 
Papen, Vice-Chancellor, who put op- 
position to extreme Nazi policies 
in the open by a speech at Mar- 
burg June 17. Another was the 
proposed security pact for Eastern 
Europe, sponsored by France, under 
which Germany, Russia, / France, 
Poland and small Powers would 
guarantee peace and pledge mutual 
assistance against an aggressor. 

“Unifying Force” of Germany. 

Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
Reichsminister and Premier of 
Prussia, pictured Chancellor Hitler 
as the unifying force of Germany, 
in an address at the Halle last 
night. He said Hitler had one 
thought: “What do my people 
need?” 

“We want to speak to the people 
about the things that are necessary 
to them,” Goering said. “Our close 
connection with the people gives us 
power, enabling us to carry on our 
efforts. The people is the corner- 
stone of all vor, all feelings 
and all dealings. 

“The world must realize that here 
is a people, a will and a fuehrer 
(leader) and that consequently the

AT MASS MEETING 


Removal of Police Chief 
and Mayor Demanded as 
Result of Fight With 
Men Trying- to Stop 
Loaded Vehicle.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 721, 
—Miles Dunne, leader of the strik- 
ing truck drivers, appealed for @ 
general strike today after yester- 
day’s fight in which 68 persons 
were wounded. He especially asked 
all men engaged in the transporta- 
tion industry here to refuse to 
“turn a wheel.” 

I. G. Engstrom, business agent 
for the American Building Trades 
Association, who says he represents 
4000 men in Minneapolis, announced 
his organization did not ‘favor a 
sympathetic strike in support of 
the drivers. Other union leaders 
have not commented. 

The clash occurred when police 
were convoying a truck of mer- 
chandise in defiance of the strik- 

.. Strikers attacked 


guns and wielded their clubs. Three 
strikers were seriously wounded. 


Nineteen of the strikers who suf- 
fered minor wounds were up and 
about soon after the shooting. Many 
others were released from hospitals. 

Among those «still in hospitals 
was Sergt. Austin Brannan, slugged 
when he sought to turn aside the 
strikers’ truck that burst through 
police lines and made for the load- 
ed vehicle leaving the Slocum Ber-~ 
gen Co. 

Mention of Broken Truce. 

The outburst of violence, followed 
by demands for the removal of 
Chief of Police Michael Johannes 
and Mayor A. G. Bainbridge, was 
first attributed by Gov.

Nine Persons Treated at 
Fighting in 
Participated.

SEATTLE, Wash: July 21.—Po- 
lice and waterfront pickets 
strengthened their lines today while 
steamship companies extended non- 
union loading operations in the face 
of the maritime strike. 

Two thousand strikers and sym- 
pathizers were swept from the 
waterfront yesterday in severe 
fighting, when police und*r the 

‘leadership of Mayor Charies L. 
Smith charged their lines with tear 
gas and clubs. } 

Reports were prevalent. that 35 
additional truckloads of pickets 
would be sent to the waterfront to- 
day before the 11 a. m. deadline for 
extending efforts to reopen the 
port. At that hour the American 
Mail liner President Grant sails for 
the Orient, the first American 
trans-Pacific passenger ship to de- 
part since the middle of May. 

Mounted policemen completed the 
cleanup work after the clash and 
soon freight trains were moving 
cars normally onto the two piers. 
Despite the hard fighting, only nine 
persons in all, strikers and police, 
were treated in hospitals. 

Statement by Mayor. 

Mayor Smith issued a statement 
explaining his position: 

“I have no intention of seeking 
to rule Seattle by force but shall 
act to prevent anyone else from 
trying to rule the city by unlawful 
force. Police acted today on be- 
half of 95 per cent of the people, 
who are being seriously injured 
because of a controversy between 
interests representing only 6 per 
cent, 

“I'am taking no sides as between 
the striking longshoremen and the 
waterfront employers. As —— 
head of the Police Department, 
found a strong hand was necessary 
to remove a large crowd of men 
gathered at the docks for the pur- 
pose of unlawfully preventing 
trains from moving so these men 
were. removed.” 

Plan to: Carry On. 

Seamen and longshoremen, who 
did not wish to be quoted, said 
plans were under way for continu- 
ation of their operations.

Account of Attack.

French Town Capitalized Name 
Although 17th Century Char- 
acter Never Lived There. 


BERGERAC, France, July 21.-- 
This town was swept by fire last 
night, but the old house shown to 
tourists as the birthplace of Cyrano 
de Bergerac, poet-playwright-philos- 
opher of the seventeenth century 
was spared. 

The fire started’ in a store close 
to the Cyranc Movie Theater. A 
gas explosion in the midst of the 
blaze causéd a panic. Déstruction 
of the whole town was threatened 
until the fire department from Bor- 
deaux, 60 miles away, arrived at 
dawn. 


Just where Cyrano was born is 
uncertain, but almost certainly the 
Bergerac on the Dordogne was not 
the place. Cyrano’s grandfather 
had a small estate at another 
Bergerac, not far from Paris, and 
it was from this that the poet de- 
rived his name.

-The drouth-stricken farmer who 
is doing his best to make good on 
his obligations need have no fear 


of foreclosure on his Federal Land 
Bank mortgage, said. Albert 5. Goss 
of Washington, commissioner in 
charge of the 12 Federal Land 
Banks of the country, who spent 
several hours in St. Louis yester- 
day. 

“If the farmer’s crops have 
burned up, of course he can’t pay 
and we will carry him,” the com- 
missioner said. “That doesn't 
mean, however, that the shiftless, 
improvident man is going to get a 
‘free ride’ with us. These loans 
are strictly a business proposition, 
made on carefully investigated col- 
lateral with money borrowed from 
the public. 5 

“The funds:are not Federal ap- 
propriations and they are not re- 
lief funds as many persons sup- 
pose. And if the shiftless farmer 
appeals to the recently passed Fra- 
zier-Lempke law for protection 
from foreclosure, we will expect 
justice in the Federal courts.” 

The Frazier-Lempke law  per- 
mits farmers to avoid foreclosure 
by entering bankruptcy, 
their farms and paying rent. 
“Farmers are finding that our as- 
sistance is more adequate than that 
which they would receive under the 
Frazier-Lempke law,” Goss said.

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ADVICE FOR. FIRST AID 
TREATMENT IN HEAT CASES 


Health Commissioner Bredeck Tells 
Also How to Keep From 
Becoming Ill. 

Health Commissioner Bredeck, in 
response to a reporter’s request, to- 
day gave the followmmg advice on 
first-aid treatment for heat exhaus- 

tion: . 

“Lay the patient down in as cool 
a place as possible. Apply ice packs 
and cold compresses generally. Call 
a‘physician. Heata exhaustion is 
a serious illness and usually hos- 
pital treatment is indicated.” 

To avoid iliness from intense 
heat, Dr. Bredeck suggested that 
water should be drunk in large 
quantity—forced if necessary. “Take 
orange juice, lemonade or any of 
the other ‘ades’ flavored with fruit 
juices,” he said. “Keep the protein 
side of diet as low as possible—less 
meat, fish and eggs, and more vege- 
tables and fruits.” 

Heaat exhaustion, he pointed out, 
occurs most frequently to persons 
past middle age and to those af- 
flicted with heart disease or other 
organic disturbances.

‘It was gratifying to me that he had 
the courage to reveal] that everything the 
Federal and state experiment stations, ag- 
ricultural colleges and farm agents had 
done in the way of helping the farmer 
had only to depress his economic 
level. For a brief time,’‘only alert farm- 
ers gained from improved methods de- 
veloped by these agencies; in the long 
run, prices were depressed because too 
much was produced for the market. 

Obviously, a faulty system of distribu- 
tion in which there are too many middle- 
men is keeping millions of our citizens 
from having an adequate daily ration of 
food, but the farmer was in such imme- 
diate need of assistance that he could 
not wait for an economic earthquake. 

You cannot expect the farmer, after 
his experience of the past 15. years, to 
continue to over-produce himself into to- 
tal ruin when consumers show no con- 
ecern—no intelligent concern—about their 
own welfare or his. If they are not ac- 
tually satisfied with a system that 
charges all the traffic can, bear to bring 
them short daily rations, they are at least 
indifferent. Farmers have tried many 
times in the last 50 years through farm 
co-operative marketing systems to sim- 
plify distributive processes and pass on 
certain economies to the consumer, but 
the sum total of these efforts to date 
has been failure, If consumers are sat- 
isfied to: go along with this system, pro- 
ducers must look to their own salvation. 

And the immediate method of their sal- 
vation is clear to most farmers today. 
They must keep production in line with 
demand, even though that demand is the 
demand of short rations.

HE relative merit of the bicy-

GOVERNMENT FILES $62,260 
LIEN ON JOHN LAZIA ESTATE 


Seeks Assessment on Income of 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 21-—A 
Federal iricome tax lien for $62, 
280.01 against the estate of John 
Lazia, killed by gangsters, and 
against his widow, Mrs. Rhea Lazia, 
was filed yesterday in United States 
District Court by Dan M. Nee, Col 
lector of Interna] Revenue. 

The assessment of taxes covered 
Lazia’s income for 1927, 1928, 1929 
and 1930. The lien is against the 
estate left by the North Side Dem- 
ocratic leader, against his widow, 
and acts to prevent the transfer of 
any real property that may have 
been owned by Lazia, or may have 
been held jointly or severally by 
Lazia and his widow, or Lazia and 
others. 

Lazia was convicted in Federal 
court last February on charges of 
failing to file income tax returns 
for 1929 and 1930. Mrs. Lazia also 
was tried on charges of evading 
payment of income taxes for those 
years, but was acquitted of those 
two counts in the indictment, 
which would have carried Federe! 
prison sentences. 

The tax due from Lazia’s estate, 
or from his widow, as computed by 
the revenue collector, was $48, 
847.76 for the four years. An ad- 
ditional $13,432.25 was added in the 
lien for interest and penalties,

South nat- 
urally didn’t'double but he had 
strong hopes of setting the con- 
tract. He confidently led the king 
of clubs, and after every one fol- 
lowed on the trick continued with 
the ace of clubs, North discarded 
a diamond and Hast ruffed. 

While he was in his own hand 
East decided to take the diamond 
finesse despite North's discard. 
Four hearts seemed a long way 
off, but he was trying gallantly. 
The jack held the trick in dummy. 
The ace of hearts was now led and 
a emall heart returned, East fi- 
nessing the jack. South won with 
the queen and down an- 
other club, on which North discard- 
ed his last diamond, East had to 
ruff the trick with the ten of 
hearts, leaving: him with the long 
king: With a silent prayer, he 
played the king of hearts, and both 
opponents followed. The crucial 


play of the hand, however, is 


East's discard from dummy on the 
king of hearts. 

East had discarded two diamonds 
and followed once on a diamond 
lead. The finesse is established; 
therefore, East is sure his fourth 
diamond will set up if he can only 
get back to his own hand to make 
it. South has shown the king of 
diamonds, the queen of hearts and 
solid clubs. North can only have 
the queen of spades for his bid. 
Therefore, East's jack will prove a 
re-entry—if he discards one of 
dummy’s high spades. There is 
where the illusion of losing a trick 
comes in. East has to lose one 
spade, anyway. By sacrificing one 
of dummy’s high honors he gains a 
re-entry to his own hand, 


After the play of the king of 
hearts and the important discard, 
East took the diamond finesse again, 
played the ace, dropping South's 
king and then led the ace and 
another spade. North was helpless. 
If he played low, East would go 
up with the jack. If he played the 
queen, as he actually did, he had 
to return a spade, allowing East 
to get into his oWn hand to make 


the thirteenth diamond. i

T this midsummer season when 
A picnics and corn bakes are in 
the height of fashion, the re- 
quirements for successful \party- 
giving, amount to little more than 
Mhe friendly enthusiasm of the host

gories. In the first belong those 
to whom the thought of any sort 
of party is as full of delight (and 
as empty of qualm) as the pros- 
pect of a visit to the circus is to 
a child. In the second category 
are all those who are literally 
Panicked at the thought of inviting 
anybody in. They are sure that 
people won’t want to come; they 
are sure they will be bored’ if they 
do; they are sure, in fact, that 
“company” is a synonym for “faili- 
ure”’—with the result that these 
fears all too often come true. 


On the other hand, those who 
love to give parties usually give 
them with ease, which means an 
unworried attitude of mind. Even 
if a dozen things go wrong they 
know that few of their friends will 
notice, and fewer still will ‘care. 
But if the hostess herself is ill at 
easé@, this attitude of mind spreads 
like an epidemic. 


The tHought of giving a party. 
easily, lightly, and with unself- 
conscious _skill, brings back the 
memory of a party that was para- 
doxically the most brilliant and 
the simplest I ever went to. Every- 
body there was, either nobility or 
equally real notability—except my- 
self. The background was one of 
the noted palaces in Europe. There 
was no dancing, there were no 
cards, one or two of the guests sang 
and one or two others played— 
nene of them too well. The con- 
versation was far better than the 
entertainment. The only refresh- 
merts that I can remember were 
thin slices of bread and butter, and 
tea, or for those who preferred it, 
some sort of red wine. There may 
have been some cookies; I think 
there were. But I do know that 
more than once that evening, in 
company as distinguished as could 
be assembled, I found myself won- 
dering why we at home in America 
couldn’t do the same thing. Why 
did we think it necessary to make 
so much fuss and spend. so much 
money when the only real essential 
to a perfect evening is the com- 
pany?
